ACCOUNT OF THE SIEGE OF GIBRALTAR, 


GIBRALTAR, atowa iu the fouth of Spain, fiuated 
near what were formerly called the Pillars of Hercules, 
fince the year 1704 poffefled by the Englith, is fo ftiongly 
fortified by mature and art, as to bid defiance to the ut- 
moft effort of haman power. It is built at the foot of a 
barren rock, rifing 1400 feet above the level of the fea. 
On the fummit of the rock is a plain, whence the Medi- 
terranean aod the Atlantic appear in all their grandeur and 
fublimity, 

Spain, baving declared’ war upon G, Britain, and fub- 
dued the Biitith poffeflions in Welt Florida, made an at- 
tack wpon Gibraltar. July, 1779, the Spanifh blocka- 
ded the town on the land fide, and foon after infeited it 
clofely by fea, and endeavored to reduce the iohabi:ants 
by depriving them of the means of obtaining provifions, 
The a tempts however proved abortive ; and Spain, morti- 
fied at her repeated difappointments, determined upon 
more vigorous meafures, After an ineffe€tval blockade, 
which cominued nearly two years, the befiegers determin- 
ed upon a bombardment. They mounted guns of the 
heavielt meial, and mortars of the largeft dimenfions, dif- 
gorging torrents of fire, Though marure and art had ia- 
icribed invincible wpoy the place ; i: ‘cemed as if the 
rock ifelf muft have given way ‘o ‘he ommipoience of 
Mars, Dittin&ion of parts was loft in a general blaze. 
This dreadful cannonade continucd 2!mof inceffantly for 
three weeks. It then flackened ; but was not imcerusitted 
a day for more than a year ---Conlidering the viol¢nce of 
this unexampled bombardment, the lols of men was le's, 
than would have been expeéted. The works were bat 
little injuced ; but many houfes were deftroyed, and the 
milery of the inhabitants was extreme, 

Let us place ourlelves {pectaiors of this diftrefling fcene. 
Behold the houfes in flames, See the inhabitants, aot bu- 
ried io the ruins, nor torn im pieces by the detlroying 
fhelis, flee, defiru€tion following, to the remote parts of th 
rock in hope of fafe:y ! See mothers and children, clafped 
in each others arms, torn into atoms by the devouring con- 
non! See females of the moft explicit fenfibility, of the 
molt declicate form, feek admittance, feek repofe in the 
cafements amid the noile of foldiery and the groans of the 
dying ! The {cene is too affeGing for fenfibiiity to bear. 

The works are at length carried to the perfeion inten- 
ded, The belt engincers of France and Spain have united 
their abilities, and both kingdoms are in expeétation of 
fuccefs, But where are the Englith during thefe operations ? 
Are they calm fpe@ators of their own deflru€tiou ? Where 
is General Elliot, commander of the garrifon? After re- 
torting wpon the befiegers without effeét, he retrenched, 
and received with apparent ferenity the fury of the atiack. 
Here the man was completely loft in the General. Though 
the town was inceffantly wrapped in flames ; felf-colleét- 
ed, unmoved the Genetal fiood, and viewed the awfal 
feene. But, when to be inaétive was no longer prudent ; 
when all Europe flood :iptoe to fee the fate of the garrifon; 
Gen. Elliot, bold and undaunted, projeGed a fally, which 
was fo fuccefsfally executed, that ina fhort time the ene- 
my’s works, upon which, mach time, {kill and labor had 
been fpent, were intirely removed. The Spanith were 
completely routed, their works deftroyed, their magazines 
blown up, and every thing combultible was in flames,

To an ereé, com 
manading, and engaging form, he united a mind fublime 
heroic and invincible. The waves which beat down th 
millions of mankind, dafhed againit his feet, and died.. 
When he ated from the native fentiments of bis own heart 
aad the ordinary dictates of bis own underiianding, hea 
eomplifhed every thing with fuch cafe, aad with a digait 
fo far fuperior to that of his covemporaries, that thofe wh 
beheld him were overawed, and retired to contemplate hi 
greatnels. Virtuous from principle, be felt and acknow 
ledged his dependence on God ; and, with an exemplar 
piety aitended the iniflitntions of religion, Amid hi 
exalted virtues, his modefty thone confpicuous, and thee 
fuch a luftre over his deporiment, that he bore off in hi 
train, the love and fear, the gratiiuds aad wonder of all 
His country lavifhed all her honors upon him, and yet tho't 
herfelf difficient. Immortal mao !.---God only caa t¢ 
wardthee! Thy lavrels reach ebove Heaven, and 'pread 
through eternity !.---To his country he never made bat one 
requelt; He aiked to be buried without parade or funera 
eulogy.
